Report of tho Land Eeform Committee, 
'flic Committee is linppy to report a 
courteous reception from His EscoUcncy, 1 
4he Governor, who, though ho promised to 
forward the petitions to the Home Govern- 1 
meat, expressed his conviction that it would | 
be referred back to the local Legislature, ! 
which would bo omnipotent in the matter, , 
us soon as it could rai.sn a revenue siifliciont ! 
to moot tho current expenses. That he is j 
personally opposed to tho present system, j 
which ho has not the power to alter ; but 
would even advocate a free gift of a quar- 
ter section to each early settler. 

That in the meantime, however, if there 
Are emigronta here desirous of immediately 
settling on lands, he requests that they 
will make a representation to him to that 
effect, setting forth their actual condition 
and offering some guarantee of their good 
faith ; that it" there are a hundred fanners 
ready to settle in the Cowitchen valley, 
let them present themselves, and facilities 
will be aft'orded Ihcm, the Indian title ex- 
tinguished as soon as practicable ; that no 
immediate payment will be required for 
tho land, and the price left to be determined 
by the Legislature. 

That tiie pro|iosal of any persons desirous 
of engaging in legitimate industrial pur- 
suits, wul be met naif way, whether it bo 
in Vancouver's Island or British Columbia, 
that hn is willing iiiat tlie vtiry liberal law 
of Ncwfouniliaud with reganl to lishorios, 
bo adopted in thesi' (Milonies. 

His Kxeelloney regretted that details 
had not l)een entered into in tlie jiciitioii, 
assuring tho committee that practical sug- 
(^ostions will always meet with due atten- 
tion. 

In reply to a suggestion rclntivo to the 
actual tciuire of the land, His ExcclloMcy 
stated that he considercMl tlip title te bo still 
iu tho II. B. Company, us lie had rcccivcJ 
no official notification t) the contrary.

The Latest News I'rora Europe. 

THE WAU COMMENCED. ' 

The stoiiiuer Forwnud iirrivod from Sua 
I'riincisL'o, yesterday ubimt noun bringing 
dutos to oil iust. 

Thi! Htoamship City of Wasliiiigton, 
■which left Liverpool uii the 25tli Miiy, 
bound lur Now York, has boon iutere«j)ted 
c&' St. Johns by tliu news yiicht of tho As- 
M>6iated Press. / , , . i 

'I'ho news is of great importance and iin- 
3\ouiiocs tlic first iiiipurtiiiit blow in Italy. 
'I'hi! Allied luul Austrian i'orces iiave met 
jind tho hitter been ileleiited. The buttle 
took place at MontilwlUi, a town in AuKtri- 
att Italy. 'i'bo Austrians were lo.UOt) 
strong and iiindc the attack, and after a se- 
T-cro engagement wei-o obliged to retreat. 
I'ho allied uriiiv hist 700, whilia the Austri- 
3U1 loss is estimated at 201)1). A number of 
Austrians li;ul been laptured and taken 
prisoners to .Marseilles. 

'Iho battle o I' MontiboUo took place on 
21st oi Alay. The Austrians, who were 
coniinanded by Gen. Stadion, attacked the 
imsts of Geii' lJuraguay d'llillicrs. They 
were driven buck by (Jeu. I'orey's division, 
iiftcr a furious combat, which lasted four 
Jiours. The allies carried Montibcilo, but 
<lid not pursue the Austians. Two hun- 
dred Austrians, including a Colonel, were 
captured and taken to Marseilles. 

The Austrian account of the battle differs 
widely from tlio above. 

A bulletin, issued by thi! .Sardinian gov- 
ernment, aiinoiiuces that tlie extreme left 
of the Sardinian army,- under (Je'u. lialdini, 
had forced a passage over tho river Sesia, 
puttuig tlio Austrians to ilight. 

It was rumored that six English nien-of- 
W!ir had entered tho Adriatic bea. 

Uevolutiouarj movements ore reported 
in Liimbardy. 

The King' of Xaples is dead, and Francis 
II has assunicil the guvernnient of Naples. 
Later— More Fighting. 

IJy tho arrival iif the .North Hriton, at 
<iuebcc, the news is six days later from the 
seat of war. 

.Vdviccs from the seat of war by way of 
Alessandria, are to the 20th of May. 

An olTicial bulletin of that date gives a 
full account of the passage of the Sesia, by 
the Sardinians. 

The passage was made by the village of 
Palestro, which, on the left bank, was 
stronglv fortified and held by fifteen to 20 
thousiind .Vustrians. The bardinian9_ also 
numbered about the same. The .Sardinian 
force engaged bi.dongcd to Gen. Cialdini's 
command, in which is tho young duke of 
Ohortres ; but the King, Victor Emanuel, 
commanded in person. 

The Austrians had constructed a strong 
(etc tic wla^h lliey bravely defended 
at the i)oint of the bayonet. But repulsed 
from this, they fell ba'ck behind their for- 
tihcations in the town of I'alestro. Here 
tho light became geueral, and every jjosi- 
tion vtaa contested. , i'or two hours and up- 
wards the battle raged from street to street 
and from house to house, till finally the 
pcijple of the town joining witli the Sardin- 
ians, the Austrians, overpowered by sujie- 
riur numbers, beat a retreat. They left 
however a large number of prisdnors in tho 
hands of tho tiardinians. i, 

The Sardinians did not attempt to pursue 
the Austrians, but contented themselves 
with the occupation ot the town. 

The Austrian prisoners were sent to 
Alesandria. 

Oa the 29th the Sardinians were in pos- 
session of the whole left bank of the Sesia 
from tliu mountains to VerooUi. 

B.\TTi,E OF CoMo. — At Como, and the 
neighboring village of Cnmerlata, tho figlit 
between Garibaldi's force Mid the Austri- 
ans proves to have been more serious than 
reported. 

Several of the streets and strongest posi- 
tions were taken and re-taken several times 
and when the Austrians retiring slowly 
and in good onlur, made a second and de- 
termined stand at Cuinerlata, there was a 
moiuontary hesitation to jnirsue them. 
• Seeing this liesitati(jii, (iaraljahli rushed 
into the midst of his troops, and calling to 
mind the noble cause in which they were 
engaged, tho'frccdom of Italy, they charged 
I'll inu.t-1 upon the eiioiiiy, and in less than 
an lidiir had lull iiussi'ssioii of the town. 

Tlie next day the telegraph from Home 
reported that Garibaldi had left Camerlata, 
and was niarehiiig on Mil.in by what is 
called "a bold movement." 

Xo general en^ngcment'>had taken place 



but advanced movements had boon made by 
all the belligoronts, which it was though't 
might soon lead to a decisive battle. 

Position" of tub Austkia.v Aumy. — The 
Austrian Generals have decided to remain 
on the defensive on tho Sardinian tcrrit iry 
and live at the expense of the ceuntry. 
The army occupies about thirty leagues in 
length and ton in witlth. It is tho province 
of LonielHne, placed between the Tioino, 
the foot of the Alps, the Sesia, and the I'o. 
Miicellaneous Itoms. 

The British Admiralty have formerly in- 
vited tenders for the carriage of a monthly 
mail to and from Australia via I'uiuiina. 

The t^ieen's speech in Knglaiid to the 
now Parliament IS nut expected to be deliv- 
ered before the 10th of June. The London 
News says that the Liberals will insist on 
taking up the Reform (juostiou where it 
stood at tho dissidution. 

Kiglit steamers of tho European and 
American Ctanpauy have boon bought on 
speculation by Messrs. Levis &' Howard of 
Manchester. 

Twenty thousand men have been enrolled 
in the British navy. 

The chartering of vessels to Franco as 
troops or .sto'.-(:shi]]s was regarded as illegal. 

Yoh, the late Imperial Connuissioner at 
Canton, had died in India, where he was a 
prisoner in the Iniiids of the English. 

Kossuth had made a speech in London, 
in which he says he will soon be in Hunga- 
ry. It is rejiorted that ho has been ap- 
])oiiited President id" tho Hungarian Com- 
mittee, which hud been organised at Genua 
for tho purpose of encouraging desertions 
from the Austrian armv. 

Tho accounts from lJungary are of a se- 
riously alarming character, and iiulicate 
that another revolution is about to break 
out. The country is full of agents from the 
Russian government, who are encournging 
rcbeUiiin, and are verv bold in their efforts 
to excite tho llnngurians to rise. 

Advices from Constantino]do state posi- 
tively that a general insurreetioimry move- 
ment is on foot among the iSclavo jMpula- 
tioii of Turkey and southern Austria. The 
movement is supposed to be favored by 
foreign influence.
